Since Pat Will- 
ingham has replaced the firm’s former president, Tenncor has 
reportedly spent some $30,000 trying to comply with an anti-pollution

down lower cost project or an en- 
tirely different, less expensive, 
form of sewage treatment. — 
Bids taken at the last meeting 
of the council, which must be 25 
percent : funded by Calera, are 


(ADEM, formerly the Alabama 
Water Improvement Commis- 
sion) placed the Birmingham bas- 
ed company under departmental 
order to clean up a runoff ditch 
between the plant and nearby 
McHenry Creek, according 
ADEM field inspector Kirk 
Kreamer. 


‘The problem is that the ditch 
is in an old bed of gob (coal mine 
discards),”” Kreamer told the 
Reporter Tuesday evening, after 
making one of several recent 
visits to the Ténncor plant. ‘‘The 
only thing they haven’t done (in 
compliance with the order) is 
vegetate the ditch, but it’s pro- 
bably too late in the growing 
season now to do that.”’ 

Kreamer said Tenncor will 
build additional rock filter dams 
in the ditch, as well as dredge the 
slick, black layer of gob from it. 

**The water in the ditch isn’t 
coming from their facility right 
now,’’ said Kreamer. “‘But they 
are responsible for the ditch.”’ 


At times, notably during heavy 
rains, Kreamer said settling 
ponds at the plant have overflow- 
ed, washing polluting fine par- 
ticles of coal into the ditch, which 
subsequently drains into 
McHenry Creek. 

For the time being, by Tenn- 
cor’s "own choosing, the 
Dogwood facility is not operating 
because of the pollution pro- 
blems. Vice president Bruce 
Moore said that only about 10 
shifts have run since prior to 
Christmas. 


Moore told the Reporter that 
Tenncor has purchased a 
backhoe and he expected ditch 


dredging to be done Wednesday 
and two or three rains, Moore 


said the problem of black creek 
water should stop. 

“If this doesn’t clear it, we'll 
do whatever it takes to get it 
right,’’ he said. 

Another change made since the 
September order was the enlarge- 


ment of the three settling ponds 
and the addition of a chemical 
treatment process, Moore said. 
Settling water will now be cir- 
culated among the ponds and 
kept on the property, he said. 

Besides ADEM personnel, 
Moore said the plant was visited 
Tuesday by Alabama Surface 
Mining Commission inspectors. 

Contacted Monday in Jasper, 
mine commission spokesman 
Alan Goode said, ‘‘Surface 
drainage at the site should be 
controlled. We’ll have to see the 
conditions, then we’ll take 
whatever action is appropiate.”’ 

During the past year, McHenry 
Creek has flowed black 
numerous times.

McHenry Creek sometimes flows black with

Labor costs run over on Calera sewer bids 


running $726,000 higher than ex- 
pected. 

Bids totaled $4,361,265.50 
with the over-run being mainly in 
improvements to the city’s 
sewage treatment plant. 

The grim facts were reported to 
the city council by consulting 
engineer Ben Carr. 

Carr told the council, ‘‘The 
primary reason (for the cost over- 
run) as far as I can determine is 
the high wage rate.’’ 

Anytime federal dollars are us- 
ed for a project, the Department 


of Labor in Washington provides 
a wage rate on which bids must 
be based. 

The engineer pointed out the 
unemployment sstatistics for 
Alabama and stated that he is re- 
questing a reduced rate. 

He said, “If you assume the 
Original cost (for the sewage 
treatment plant improvements) 
stood at $2 million and labor is 
about 40 percent of that, the 
Over-run can just about be ex- 
plained.”’ 

But the engineer pointed out

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“It’s been off and on like this 
at least all summer,’’ said Charles 
Harrison who operates a sod 
farm on the banks of the creek. 
“*They’ll (Tenncor) do something 
up there and the creek’ll get 
blacker than the ace of spades.’’ 

Harrison uses creek water in 
dry times to water his sod, but as 
his wife pointed out, ‘‘I wouldn’t 
want to risk losing our grass by 
using the creek when it’s bad. We 
have too much money and work 
tied up in it.”’ 

Other area residents contacted 
by the Reporter who voiced con- 
cern over the creek include Doug 
Allen, $.D. Zeanah and Mr. and 
Mrs. Richard Ryan Harrison. 

Complaints of creek pollution 
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were first registered with ADEM 
on Feburary 1, 1982, according 
to department spokesman Debbi 
Thomas. 

Since then, she said pollutants 
have been verified by the state on 


_ at least five occasions. The in- 


vestigations revealed levels of 
suspended solids in the water 
ranging from 216 milligrams per 
liter on July 20, to 15,150 mg/I 
on October 22, she said. 

It is a violation of the Alabama 
Water Pollution Control Act to 
exceed a limit of 70 mg/I of total 
suspended particles. Violation 
can carry up to a $10,000 a day 
fine, said Thomas.

Animal shelter sees 


sad and happy cases

The animals don’t know 
what’s happening. They don’t 
understand death. They wag their 
tails and sometimes even lick 
you. 

Then the gentle drugs take 
their fatal effect. The tail, usually 
that of a puppy’s, quits wagging. 
The animal drifts into a painless 
sleep from which it will never 
awake. 

In light of world events, the 
death of an animal is perhaps a 
small tragedy. But last year, at 
the Shelby County Animal 
Shelter alone, such small 
tragedies were multiplied not by 
10 times. Not by 100 times, or 
even by 1,000. 

In 1982 -- the shelter’s first full 
year of operation -- 2,105 un- 
wanted animals were put to 
death. 

According to shelter records, 
2,358 animals were picked up or 
brought to the facility in Colum- 
biana. That means about 89% of 
the animals left the shelter via an 
overdose of sodium pentobar- 
bital. 

**The drug is recommended by 

the Humane Society of the 
United States,’’ comments shelter 
director Anne Speakman. ‘‘They 
just go to sleep with no pain. But 
there’s still no nice way to kill an 
animal. You're still taking a 
life.’” ' 
“*I’ve had dogs lick me in the 
face while they’re dying,’’ she 
Says. ‘It used to rip me apart, 
but now I don’t usually cry...”’ 

Many people contend that 
fewer animals would have to be 
killed if the shelter didn’t charge 
adoption fees. People would be 
more likely to take pets for free, 
they say. 

But the whole problem, both 
inside and outside the shelter, is 
one of over-population, 
Speakman explains. The adop- 
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tion fees (less than the regular 
cost of an operation by a 
veterinarian) entitle owners to 
have a new pet, spayed or 
neutered at no additional cost. 

On the other hand, for every 
free, unspayed female dog that 
leaves the shelter, there’s a yearly 
potential for her to produce two 
litters of six puppies each -- more 
animals, more problems, more 
pentobarbital. And already, 
Speakman notes, 80% of the 
animals put to sleep are un- 
wanted puppies. 

Determinations of how long an 
animal is kept at the shelter are 
made on an individual basis of 
adoptability. But sometimes, 
despite impersonal numbers, 
shelter personnel get attached to 
animals that come in. 

“‘There’s one big one here 
that’s really an obnoxious dog,” 
says Lynne Fridley. ‘‘But we love 
him.”’ 

Another ‘special’ dog, 
however, wounded last year by a 
hunter’s trap and eventually 
coaxed. to the shelter with help 
from a bologna sandwich, ended 
up having to be put to sleep. 

Fridley says people ask her all 
year long how she can stand to 
put animals to sleep. It’s hard to 
explain, she says, but it’s easier 
than seeing them get hit by a car, 
shot by a sneering person, abus- 
ed, or starved to death. 

*‘Sometimes,’’ Speakman 
notes, “‘love is saying good- 
bye.,.°” 

But sometimes, animal stories 
at the shelter have happy'endings. 

Shelter personnel sometimes 
get Christmas cards and even 
Mother’s Day cards ‘‘from’’ hap- 
pily adopted animals. 

In all, 218 animals, destined 
for destruction, were adopted in- 
to homes as pets. Thirty-five 
more animals that were picked up

The intense media attention 
given to the Soviet Union follow- 
ing the death of Leonid 
Brezhnev, prompts me to set 
down a few observations from a 
trip to Moscow and Leningrad 
that I made in early October. 


My trip was not.a long-planned 
one. In fact, it was so hurry-up I 
did not know for sure that I had a 
visa to enter Russia until I arrived 
at the airport in New York for 
takeoff. 


My daughter was planning a 
trip through several countries as 
background knowledge for her 
career in the news business. The 
tour group she was joining for 
the Moscow-Leningrad segment 
had one space left. Would I take 
the place? A resounding ‘‘yes’’ 
and a scramble to get my own af- 
fairs in order. She took the train 
through Warsaw and Minsk, and 
was waiting in the Cosmos Hotel 
in Moscow when I arrived. 

These observations should not 
be taken in any way as an in- 
depth view. They are only what I 
could see in a busy nine days. 

My first and strongest impres- 
sion was that the Russian people 
are better clothed, better fed, and 
seem to have more material 
possessions than I had supposed. 


Not a light bill 


I concluded that the information 
most Americans have about the 
country is at least five years out 
of date. 


The people on the streets of 
Moscow and Leningrad looked 
like those one would see’in New 
York or Chicago. Their coats, 
boots and shoes seemed to be well 
made, and came in all the 
varieties of styles and colors one 
would find anywhere. 


Young women were adorned 
with jewelry-gold chains, rings, 
earrings-a luxury I had not sup- 
posed I would see. : 

There were many more autos 
and buses on the streets than I ex- 
pected.comparable to the volume 
of traffic at a non-rush hour in a 
U.S. city. Most of the autos were 
made at a Fiat plant in the USSR. 
The subways are so good that 
they are often the. preferred way 
of travel, even for those who 
have cars. 

What does a tourist see in these 
two cities? 

How are tourists organized and 
how do the Russians treat 
tourists? 

If tourists enter the country in 
groups of ten or more, the 
government provides an Intourist 
Guide and a bus to travel to the 
most frequently visited sites. 
Most tourists come in groups 
with pre-arranged itineraries. We 
did. But in our experience, we 
could leave the group at any time

The 1040EZ is designed for 
single taxpayers who have no 
dependents, whose taxable in- 
come is less than $50,000, earned 
from wages, salaries and tips and 
no more than $400 in interest. 
The 2040A form may be used by 
any taxpayer with taxable income 
less than $50,000 of wages, tips, 
unemployment compensation, in-

As a result of a survey of fish 
camps and marinas in Shelby 
County it seems that the weather, 
water conditions and where you 
choose to fish will be the key to 
success or failure. 


According to Barbara Camp- 
bell, crappie and bream fishing is 
going pretty well at Oak Moun- 
tain State Park. 

She said that the crappie are 
still hitting minnows in the mid- 
dle of the lower lake and bream 
are being caught near the banks 
of both the lower and upper 
fishing lakes. 


Oak Mountain has a restriction 
that no bass can be taken that is 
less than 16 inches in length. 

As a result, Campbell said that 
no bass have been brought in 
recently. 

She also said that no big catfish 
have been brought in. 

Philip Wooten of Okomo 
Marina on Lay Lake said that he 
hasn’t seen anyone fishing lately.

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School system 
taxes face vote 


on February 15

Shelby Countians will be given 
the opportunity to renew or 
disapprove county school taxes 
amounting to seven mills, Tues- 
day, February 15. 

The Shelby County Commis- 
sion approved resolutions to hold 
an election on the taxes during its 
regular session, Monday. 


Members of the board of 
education got the ball rolling 
Thursday at a called meeting, 
when they passed resolutions ask- 
ing for the tax renewal and then 
signing their names to the peti- 
tion which requires 200 
signatures for such an election. 

If voters reject the tax, the 
county’s educational system 
would come up short of meeting 
the budget by nearly $2 million. 

The school system gets a total 
of 12 mills from county ad 
valorem tax. However, the re- 
maining five mills aren’t due for 
renewal until 1990. 

At least one person who was 
present for the called meeting at 
Riverchase disagreed with the 
way the election is being handled. 

Al Knight, the unsuccessful 
contender for Paul Sumner’s seat 
on the board, thinks an addi- 
tional five mill tax should be 
voted on along with the seven 
mill renewal. 

State law allows the educa- 
tional system to get as much as 17 
mills without any special legisla- 
tion being enacted, Knight told 
the Reporter. 

And .with the need for addi- 
tional revenue for programs and 
facilities, Knight feels a vote 
should be taken now on getting 
the additional mills put on. 

He said he deplored the cost to 
the taxpayers of the county if two 
elections are held. 

However, it was the feeling of 
the board that with the economy 


at a low ebb, voters might say no 
to the entire proposal if it were 
tied together in one package. 


During Monday’s commission 
meeting, board chairman Bar- 
bara Whitman told the Reporter 
that failure to renew will whittle 
school operations to five mills. 


When asked about the impor- 
tance of the seven mills to be 
voted on, Whitman said, ‘‘It is 
absolutely mandatory if we are 
going to maintain our current 
level of education. We are talking 
about $1 million per year.’’ 

Wayne Sumners, Uni-Serv 
director for Shelby County, said, 
‘State law requires ten mills local 
support in order to receive state 
funding.’’ He said that failure to 
approve the seven mills could 
conceiveably lead to a cutoff of 
state money. 

Whitman said that the county 
school system would be living 
totally on five mills if the upcom- 
ing election fails to produce 
renewal of the taxes. 


Commissioner Harold Daven- 
port introduced and moved that 
resolutions calling for the school 
tax elections be approved. Outgo- 
ing Commissioner Alpha Lowe 
seconded each introduction and 
motion and approval was 
granted. 


Representing the county school 
system at the meeting were Whit- 
man, Sumners, Superintendent 
of Education Charles Knowles 
and Deputy Superintendent of 
Education Vern Davis. 

When asked why there was no 
discussion as to who will foot the 
bill for the election, Whitman 
said, ‘‘It was not a matter for 

discussion.’’ She said that the 
county is required by law to pay. 

Whitman said, however, that 

the cost of the upcoming election 
is not known. 


Montevallo waiting on Hall, chip burner 


The Montevallo City Council 
touched base on nine different 
topics in a bird-shot meeting 
Monday. night. 


The city’s attorneys have re- 
quested an injunction to prohibit 
Marvin Eugene ‘“‘Tony’’ Hall 
from parking his company’s 
trucks in a residential section of 
Shelby Street. Hall has 30 days to 
reply to the request. in Shelby 
County Circuit Court. 

The litigation may be pro- 
tracted, and apparently nothing 
further will be done until the 
court reaches a decision. 

The University of Montevallo’s 


wood chip burner, the object of 
complains from nearby residents, 
was turned back on at 8 a.m., 
January 2. The mayor and some 
members of the council were on 
the scene then to hear the rise in 
noise level it caused.

Many of my'customers are just 
beginning to realize that Con- 
gress passed a law last summer to 
withhold 10 percent of their in- 
terest and dividend earnings 
beginning next July 1.

Health contracts ready 


The good news is that contracts 
for the long awaited health 
department annex to Pelham City 
Hall are expected to be signed 
this week. 

The bad news is that state pro- 
ration may further delay the 
Shelby County Health Depart- 
ment from moving into the col- 
onial style building until next 
year. » 

According to county health 
department administrator Ron 
Stutts, a low bid of $329,000 was

Last but not. least, we have 
three licensed emergency medical 
technicians. (EMT’s) Paul

Paul took his training 
at UAB. David took 1% years of 
Health Occupation Eduation at 
Shelby County Vocational 
Center. (Health Occupation 
Education is the study of first 
aid, dealing with patients in and 
out of the hospital, medical ter- 
minology, the major and minor 
bones). David took his EMT 
training at Nunnelly State 
Technical College in 
Childersburg. Joy D. Kelly took 
2 years of Health Occupation 
Education and also received her 
EMT training at Nunnelly. Joy is 
the only EMT that is available 
most of the time to respond to the 
emergency calls. 

.Each and every firefighter 
regardless of age must become 
familiar with equipment and pro- 
cedure before they are allowed to 
fight fires. A fire drill is held 
twice a month to keep them up to 
date with equipment and pro- 
cedures. This fire and rescue 


accepted from Darrell Blake énd 
Associates of Montgomery for 
construction of a 12,000 square 
foot building. 

Stutts said Tuesday that a con- 
tract with the company has been 
drawn up and will probably be 
signed later in the week. Ground 
breaking is targeted for three 
weeks, he said. 

The county’s environmental 
division, now housed in the third 
floor of Pelham’s city hall, and 
satellite nursing services will 
eventually be located in county 
health department’s half of the

For providing the land, the city 
of Pelham gets to use the 6,000 
square feet of unfinished’ base- 
ment space. Mayor Burk 
Dunaway indicated that eventual- 
ly all the basement will one day 
be used as library space, but part 
of the area may be used for 
storage in the meantime. 

Presently, the city library is 
housed in a small basement room 
of city hall designed originally as 
a storage room. 

Stutts said the contractor 
figures the building may be ready 
for occupancy as early as July. 
Because of prorated state funds, 
the health department may have 


,to wait until October to move in. 


“*Proration’s hitting us a hard 
lick,”’ said Stutts. 

According to Stutts, the pro- 
ject was one of the last in the 
country to receive a federal grant 
from the Appalachian Regional 
Commission, which is being 
phased out.

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Bail is a right, but can stir complaints

A suspect -- it could be you -- is 
arrested for a crime. That doesn’t 
mean absolutely that the person 
is guilty. 

After all, as the game ‘‘Clue”’ 
Suggests, Colonel Mustard might 
have done it in the library with a 
monkey wrench. 

The final say on a defendant’s 
guilt is left to the courts. But 
trials can take years to come up, 
and until a defendant is proven 
guilty, the law of the land 
presumes he or she is innocent. 

This is the basis for the concept 
of bonds, or bails: by posting a 
certain amount of money or 
other collateral, defendants are 
generally allowed the right to 
await trial in freedom. - 

But according to District Judge 
Patti Smith, setting bonds often 
stirs up one of two general com- 
plaints: 

1) ‘‘That person should have 
never been let out of jail!” 

2) “That bond’s way too high. 
That person won’t ever be able to 
get out!”’ 

Besides inflamed passions, the 
two complaints apparently stem 
from a general misconception 
that bonds are somehow part of a 
sentenced punishment. 

“The whole purpose of the 
bond is not punitive,’ Smith ex- 
plains. ‘‘It’s to ensure that he (the 
defendant) shows up in court.” 

The 8th Amendment of the 
U.S. Constitution draws the basic 
guideline for setting bonds with 
the statement that ‘‘excessive 
bails shall not be required...” 

Article 1 of the Alabama Con- 
stitution expands the concept, 
stating, in part: That all persons 
shall, before conviction, be 
bailable by sufficient sureties, ex- 
cept for capital offenses, when 
the proof is evident or the 
presumption great...’’ 

On misdemeanor 

’ charges, defendants can be 
released on their own 
recognizance, or word that they’ll 
show up in court. 

Felonies require property 
owners or a bondsman to post 
securities, and see to that a defen- 
dant shows up in court. 

“In these Cases, state law ‘séts 
only guidelines for bond amounts 
for given crimes. The final 
amount is left to the court’s 
discretion, Smith explains. (See 
chart) 

In case of habitual offenders, 
bonds for subsequent arrests are 
set according to the next higher 
class of offense, and in some 
cases, can be denied.

Shuffling through yesteryear’s baseball scouting reports: 

It was during one of ten seasons that happened in the decade 
of the 1940’s, and this particular game pitted the boys from 
Montevallo against the Columbiana crew. 

On the mound for the Columbiana hometeam was one Milton 
““Skillet”’ Bird, a fellow who would go on to become a columnist 
of some note (or another) for the Shelby County Reporter. 

We don’t really know just what Skillet tells folks about his pit- 
ching prowess, but we have heard an interesting report from 
Hamilton Stone who played with Montevallo at the time. 

“Skillet Bird would rear back and let one fly that couldn’t 
break a pane of glass if he hit it,’’ recalled Stone, better known 
in that day and age as ‘‘Fats.”’ 

Skillet, as we understand it, served up hot pitches on the 


a guy’s palms sweat with anticipation of slapping the ball half 
way to the river. 

“‘He might have had a little curve on it,’’ Stone reported. 
‘‘But he sure didn’t have a fast ball. So I said, ‘Let me at him!’ 
And I got up there and whiffed three of them just like that,”’ 
said Stone. 

If one knows Skillet, you can squint a tad in your mind’s eye 
and picture him standing there on the mound, smiling at the 
luckless batter as he shuffled back to the bench. Smiling like 
maybe he was sorry he struck the guy out, but not really, 
because he was a big competitor, even if he lived inside a small 
package. 

A few innings later Skillet struck out Fats again. The manager 
for Montevallo, who was also the catcher, started getting itchy 
under the hat and wanted to pull Fats. 

“<I told him I could knock Skillet out 0’ the park, and he said, 
Okay, you can stay in, They the next time he struck me out again 
-- whiff, whiff, whiff. He just laid them right in there and struck 
me out four times that day just as fast as I could whiff them,”’ 
Stone said. ‘ 

Skillet’s whole secret appears to, have been a deceptive 
slowness that built uncontrollable anticipation for the batter. 
Sort of like if a guy is real hungry and smells cooking, and his 
mouth gets juicy even before he gets anything in it. Well, to hear 

Stone tell it, he’d grow. so anxious waiting for Skillet’s slowball 
to get there, he’d go ahead and swing. 
‘Then the ball would float over the plate. 

Stone’ doesn’t remember the score that day, only that 
Montevallo lost -- which is probably, in itself, some indication 
of the way the game went. 

Another indication is that Montevallo’s manager got so 
disgusted at one of the umpire’s calls, that he threw the ball just 
as fat off the field as he could. Shot of all shots, it went right 

a baseball-sized knot hole in the wall. 
Any moral to the story? Does there even have to be?

Pond stocking deadline nears 


Applications for the stocking 
of fish in private ponds must be 
processed by February | if the 
ponds are to- be stocked this 
season. The announcment was 
made by Game and Fish Director 
Charles D. Kelley, who added, 
the pond does not have to be full 
of water to be stocked. 

The Fisheries ction now 
‘charges’ a fee of $3 per surface 
acre for stocking private ponds 
with bream and bass. Payment 
for stocking must be received at 
the hatchery (Box 158, 
Eastaboga, AL 36260) by Feb. 
10. 

Kelley emphasizes that any 
pond must be completely free of 
all fish before it will be stocked. 
He also says that it’s essential the 
Fisheries Section have an ac- 
curate estimate of a pond’s size 
before it can be stocked. 

Fisheries Section Chief Barry 
W. Smith said pond owners will 
be provided a combination of 
largemouth bass, bluegill and 
redear sunfish. If the pond is 
managed properly, as directed, it 
should produce good fishing by

‘Ed Michael McDonough, who 
was represented by an attorney, 
pled not guilty to a charge of 
reckless driving and was found 
not guilty, 

Gary Waters of the Pelham 
Fire Department swore out a war- 
rant for McDonough’s arrest 
after he allegedly drove through 
an accident scene on County 11. 

Waters testified that 
McDonough came within a foot 
and a half of him as he drove by.

nual survey. 

**People in the forest business 
are used to looking ahead,’’ said 
Jim Montgomery, SFI’s ex- 
ecutive vice president. ‘“‘It takes 
years to grow a tree for paper and 
lumber or plywood. Even in these 
tough times they know people a 

generation from now are going to 
need more homes and papers and 


all the other things that come 
from trees.”’ 

**You can’t wait until you need 
it to plant a tree,’’ he added. 

Alabama showed the greatest 
growth in the south, reporting an 
increase of 43 percent.

The non personnel unit would 
consist of office boxes, a 
mail collection box, self-service 
vending equipment and lockers 
for parcels. 

But after conducting telephone 
interviews and visiting Siluria 
Station, the Reporter could find 
no postal patrons who wanted 
things to change. 

Mabel Thompson has been 
receiving her mail in Siluria for 
49 years. She said she told postal 
officials that she likes the postal 
station like it is. 

The mill village resident said 
when asked if she had another 
choice, ‘‘I would like a box at my 
home. I could walk to the post 
office (at Siluria) but not to 
Alabaster.”’ 

Thompson even had problems 
with the home box. ‘“‘If mail was 
delivered to my house, I’d have 
to be here when it was delivered 
sO no one would steal it.”’ 

George Stagner said, ‘‘All I 
could tell you is I wish they would 
leave it. I’ve been getting mail 
there 55 years.’’ 

He commented that older peo- 
ple could not get out and go to 
Alabaster even if they had a way.

Stagner said that his wife, age 
77, is in ill health and ‘‘I hardly 
leave the house except to go to 
the grocery store and the drug 
store.”’ 

When asked if he would like a 
box at another post office if 
Siluria Station were closed, 
Stagner said he told postal of- 
ficials, ‘No! I would rather have 
a box at home, even if it were on 
a rural route.”’ 

Stagner is 79 years old. 

Adrian Busby is a resident of 


¢ Alabaster who has received his 


mail in Siluria for about 50 years. 

He said, ‘‘I personally have 
had opportunities to change my 
address but...I consider it (Siluria 
Station) part of the family.’’ 

Busby said that from what he 
understood, people in Siluria did 
not like the idea of having a box 
in front of their homes and they 
didn’t have transportation to 
Alabaster. 

He said, ‘‘Even if they did have 
a way, Alabaster has parking 
problems in the early morning 
hours.’’

Shelby County authorities have 
charged a Birmingham man and 
his juvenile partner with raping 
and robbing an Inverness 
woman. The victim’s son saw the 
tag number on the getaway car as 
it drove from the scene Wednes- 
day afternoon. 

The tag was traced to the 
parents of John Edward Brown, 
22, of 1433.Cotton Avenue on the 
west side of Birmingham.

Mrs. Brown told investigators 
she had lent the car to her son the 
day before. Brown’s father turn- 
ed him over to Shelby County 
deputies Thursday morning at the 
Birmingham police department, 
according to Sheriff Buddy 
Glasgow. 

County investigators arrested a 
17-year old male Friday night in 
Birmingham. His name was not 
disclosed.

Pelham gets grant 


The Pelham Council has given 
the go ahead to a sewer extension 
into Keystone, and a garden sup- 
ply center in Chandalar. No op- 
position was voiced against either 
proposal at the Monday night 
meeting. 

The sewer extension will be 
made with the extensive help of a 
$237,991 bloc grant. , 

Mayor Burk Dunaway asked 
for and received from the council 
permission to sign a contract with 
the state for the grant. The con- 
tract calls for the city to supple- 
ment the grant with $59,250 in 
‘tin kind’’ services. 

In announcing the grant, 
Dunaway said the state had in- 


itially axed the city’s request for 
the money. Later, more funding 
became available and Pelham got 
most of the $305,000 it had 
originally requested. 

Dunaway said that only 
preliminary engineering work 
had been done on the project to 
date. Just how far the city can go 
with the $298,000 project remains 
to be seen, he said. 

Because of the nature of the 
grant, Dunaway explained that 
the new lines would be limited to 
the Keystone area of town. 

The project will remain on the 
drawing boards for the next 
several months.

The actual identification of a 
skinned carcass discovered last 
week in a Kingdom Community 
creek may never be known. 
Humane Society workers dispos- 
ed of the decaying body Monday 
in the county land fill. 


Initial reports on television in- 
dicated that the carcass was that 
of a dog, thought to belong to 
family of Jack Johnson of Hor- 
ton Loop. 

The Johnson’s dog -- an 
Eskimo Spitz named Crisco who 
turned up safe, sound and furry 
Sunday -- was discovered missing 
last Tuesday morning. The next 
day a friend notified the family 
that a freshly skinned carcass was 
in a ditch beside Little Beeswax 


Creek near highway 28. 


The sheriff’s department made 
a report and the humane society 
was notified. 

Following notification by 
humane society director Anne 
Speakman, a Birmingham tv sta- 
tion carried a grim story Thurs- 
day indicating that Crisco’s skin- 
ned body, the decapitated body 
of a poodle and numerous paws 
were scattered around the creek . 
bank. 

“The woman (Mrs. Johnson) 
was standing there with tears in 
her eyes, and told what I saw,” 
Speakman said of the newscast. 


Questions cloud carcass find 


“It appeared to be a dog.”’ 

However, upon later examina- 
tion, the ‘‘poodle’’ turned out to 
be a beaver. And according to the 
Wilsonville trapper who has per- 
mission to trap there, the ‘‘dog’’ 
is actually a coyote. 

**It just can’t be a dog,”’ in- 
sisted Art Ipson, who’s trapped 
professionally for about six 
years. ‘‘Why would anyone skin 
a dog? I’ve never heard of any 
market for a dog pelt.’’ 

Shelby County furrier Mrs. 
J.B. Vinson said a good coyote 
pelt would bring $10 maximum 
on this year’s market. She and 
her husband have not recently 
bought any local coyote skins, 
she said. 

**There’s no market at all for 
dog hair,’”’ she said. ‘‘We’re in 
the market for fur.” 

Ipson said he was certain the 
beaver and the ‘‘coyote’’ weren’t 
caught there in his traps, and 
**I’m 99% sure they weren’t skin- 
ned on the site. Apparently so- 
meone didn’t know I was trapp- 
ing there, and just threw them 
out.’’ 

Ipson contended that. the 
adverse publicity made it sound 
like he was to blame, and that the 
incident was raising embarassing 
questions from patrons who 
allow him to trap on their land. 

**I don’t think Art was involv- 
ed in it,” Speakman said Mon- 


day. ‘‘I do think it was blown out 
of proportion.”’ 

Speakman, however, still con- 
tended that the carcass was that 
of a dog, and pointed out that 
atrocities to animals are all too 
frequent. 

One veterinarian who saw the 
carcass later told the Reporter 
that an autopsy would be 
necessary to determine the species 
of the animal. It could be either a 
thin, mixed breed dog, or a 
coyote, said Dr. Charles Thorn- 
burg. ; 

**I couldn’t honestly say either 
way,’’ said conservation officer 
Doyle Wood, who also was called 
in to see the carcass. ‘‘But why 
would anyone take the time to 
skin a dog?” 

Ipson contended that the car- 
cass should be sent to Auburn for 
an autopsey. 

**There’s no real reason to pur- 
sue it,’’ Speakman said, 
“*because there’s no way to prove 
who threw the dog out.”’ 

Crisco, in the meantime, was 
found by workers at the 4-H con- 
vention center a few miles from 
the Johnsons’ home. The 
Johnsons gladly retrieved him 
Sunday. 

Cheryl Johnson contended that 
Crisco was stolen.

The ice storm which hit the 
county last week uprooted trees 
and caused weight heavy limbs to 
collapse on power lines. 

Residents who lived in hilly 
ateas found it necessary to leave 
their cars on the highway and 
travel up steep driveways on foot. 

But despite the damage and in- 
convenience, Alabama Power 
Company District Supervisor 
Nolan Hardin said the cleanup 
took only half the time that it did 
last year. 

Hardin, whose district includes 
Montevallo and Columbiana in 
Shelby County, reported that 
6,000 homes were without power 
in the district. 

He said that the cost of the 
repair effort is approximately 
$200,000. 

Line crews, construction crews 
and tree crews came from 
Mississippi, Mobile and Gadsden 
to give a hand with the repair and 
cleanup work. 

One report of major damage 
came from Southern Haulers in 
Calera. According to Dick Ed- 
wards, owner of the company, 
the storm felled a 350 foot tower, 
causing $20,000 worth of 
damage.

Life around the Helena fire 
station warmed up 18% during 
1982. That’s how many more 
calls the volunteers answered last 
year than in 1981, according to 
Chief Garry Penhale’s annual 
report. 

The volunteer department 
answered 204 emergency calls last 
year, Penhale told the H Helena Ci- 
ty Council Monday. 

Eighty-eight of the calls were 
fire related, he said, including 21 
structural alarms. A total of 115 
medical calls were made, 30 of 
which were wrécks with injuries. 

But it was the amount of train- 
ing the volunteers completed in 
1982 that Penhale emphasized. 

**We had a fantastic year train- 
ing,” he said. ‘‘And ’83 promises 
to be even better.”

Don’t let debris fires escape into woods 


by Daryl S. Lawson 
Shelby County Forester 

Last year 2,100 wildfires were 
started by debris fires that 
escaped into the forest. These 
fires burned 49,000 acres of 
Alabama forestland. Debris fires 
do not have to escape. It is the 
responsibility of the person doing 
the burning to prevent this from 
happening. 

Debris should be burned in a 
metal barrel. The top of the bar- 
rel should be covered with a % 
inch mesh screen. For ten feet in 
all directions around the barrel, 
the area should be cleared to 
mineral soil so no sparks can ig- 
nite grass, brush, or other debris. 


In addition, Alabama law re- 
quires a permit to burn within 25 
feet of natural fuels or to burn an 
area greater that % acre. This 


permit may be,obtained by call-.. 
abama Forestry 


ing the loca} 
Commission representative at 
1-800-292-6653. Violations of 
this law can result in fines up to 
$1,000 and/or up to six months 
in jail. Also, don’t forget that 
burning household trash and gar- 
bage is a violation of the Public 
Health Law. 

If the butn cannot be confined 
to a barrel, other precautions 
must be considered. First, be sure 
there are adequate tools, man- 
power, and equipment to control

the fire to prevent its escape. Se- 
cond, stay with the fire until it is 
completely out. Third, watch the 
weather and be prepared to put 
out the fire.if weather conditions

around the fire. Lines may be 
plowed across the area to reduce 
a larger fire to several small fires 
that may be easier to control. 
Fifth, consider the neighbors. 
Although the flames of the fire 
may not bother neighboring 
areas, the smoke may. 

Consider the alternatives to 
burning debris. Can it be hauled 
away? Could it be used for com- 
post or mulch?

| Controlled or furtive, the two Russias 


fascinate Americans used to freedom

Conclusion of account 
of a recent nine-day trip 
to Moscow and 

in the Soviet Union 


Many of the attractions that 
tourists are routinely shown in 
Russia are palaces and treasures 
that were accumulated by the 
czars, and Russian Orthodox 
churches that were built long 
before the Communist revolu- 
tion. 


The collection has 22 Rem- 
brandts, for instance. 

But the astonishing thing to me 
is the expense and trouble the 
Communists have taken to 
restore these palaces to - their 
original condition. 

Especially in Leningrad, dur- 
ing the Nazi shelling and occupa- 
tion of WWII, enormous damage 
was done to the Hermitage and 
the many palaces, as well as to 
the apartment buildings where 
the people lived. 

It appears that the Com- 
munists gave first priority to 
restoring the palaces, and second 
consideration to the housing 
needs of the people.

In one room alone at Pushkin, 
a series of palaces built by 
Catherine the Great for the hun- 
ting season, over four million 
dollars worth of gold was applied 
to the walls and ceiling as decora- 
tion. This was done to restore the 
room to its original pre- 
Communist splendor, 

And this was only one of 
dozens’ of. restored: rooms in the 
many palaces shown to us on the 
tour. 

Such excess on the part of the 
czars is one of the reasons for the 
revolution. The daughter of Peter 


- the Great is said to have emptied 


the entire national treasury 
building palaces. So why would 
the Communists build them back 
at enormous.cost when the people 
need so many basic things, such 
as housing and food? 

I never received a satisfactory 
answer, but it is clear that 
modern day Russians want the 
world to see the magnificence of 


“the Russian past. The work also 


keeps alive the craftsmanship re- 
quired for gold inlay work, and 
the restoration of elaborate 
floors, moldings and walls. 

The Russian people take great 
interest in these historic places. 
Foreign visitors are far out- 
numbered at all museums and 
palaces by Russians, who travel 
long distances to see their na- 
tional treasures. The Hermitage 
often has 20,000 visitors a day, 
we were told. 


Russians also love to attend 
concerts, the ballet, and circuses. 


These cultural events are 
available to Russians at very low 
cost. For about $3 or $4 one can 
buy a ticket for some of the best 
ballet in the world at the Bolshoi 
or Kirov. Compare that with the 
$30 to $40 ticket price in New 
York for the Metropolitan Opera 
or a Broadway show. 

Random observations: 

*Lois Ackerley of Montevallo 
tells me not to end this series 
without mentioning how 
beautiful the city of Leningrad is. 
She is right. With its rivers and 


‘canals and its reconstructed 


buildings, it is very beautiful. Not 
only that, people seem happier 


and they smile more in Leningrad 


than in Moscow. 

*At a large grocery store in 
Moscow, we noticed the shelves 
held good quantities of flour, 
sugar and potatoes. The meat 
market had just received a ship- 
ment of beef roasts, and a long 
line immediately formed to buy 
them. The roasts were all the 
same cut, a block of about 12 by 
8 inches and a few inches deep. 
They were heavily streaked with 
fat, and weighed about four 
pounds each. No other fresh 
meat was available at that store, 
although there was some fresh 
fish. 

*Capitalism is certainly not 
dead in the Soviet Union. It is 
spurred on by the heavy- 
handedness of Communist rule. 
Because there are so many of- 
ficial restrictions, the Russian 
people have figured out many in- 
genious ways to 


‘beat the 


system’. A black market thrives, 
where people buy and sell items 
that are not available in the 
stores. Individuals raise food and 
chickens which they sell private- 
ly, as well as many manufactured 
items, Teenagers routinely ap- 
proach tourists with offers to 
trade or buy goods. : 


*Church services are held, and 


: attendance is said to be growing 


in Christian churches. A member 
of our group attended service in a 
Jewish synagogue and reported 
that armed soldiers patrolled out- 
side, and other soldiers stood in- 
side keeping an eye on the con- 
gregation and the service. 


*Russian people have money to 
spend, but there is little to spend 
it on. Officials are unhappy that 
the people are hoarding the 
money, and not putting their sav- 
ings in banks. 

*Tour buses from Finland ar- 
rive every weekend in Leningrad. 
It seems the Finnish government 
is taxing liquor heavily in an ef- 
fort to curtail alcoholism. So the 
Finns go to Russia on weekends 
where liquor is cheap and plen- 
tiful. The Finns’ drinking ex- 
ploits are becoming legendary in 
Leningrad. 

*There are more teachers of 
English in the Soviet Union than 
there are students of the Russian 
language in the United States. 

*Americans don’t really ap- 
preciate what freedom is all 
about until they have visited the 
Soviet Union.

SWAT instructors armed 
the three actors with blank 


guns, took them to the 
abandoned ‘‘haunted 
house”? in the woods off 
highway 105 in Pelham, 
and told them the ‘‘game”’ 
rules: 

1} The house would be 
surrounded by six SWAT 


trainees who would try to 
talk the two robbers out. 
They would not know 
about Yearby, who’ would 
eventually be introduced as 
a hostage, but later try to 
‘kill any SWAT member she 
could. 

3) The instructors were to 
act as referees and score any 
**kills” they saw. They 
would announce theif 
presence by calling. 
‘“‘Observer in the area.” 

-4) Brasher and Moore 
were to make it as hard on 
the SWAT team as an arm- 
ed desperado. off the street 
would. No Mr. Nice Guy. 

As the instructors left to 
call the SWAT team out in- 
to the night, one of them 
said, ‘‘You’ll get very in- 
volved in being a bad guy.”’

Police Chief D.O. Watson isn’t 
expecting a PLO terrorist attack 
inPelham. feng 

But in the event a potentially 
explosive situation occurs -- such 
as the recent hostage holdout in 
Memphis where eight people were 
killed -- Watson now thinks his 
force has the ability to handle it. 

_ Six Pelham officers completed 
SWAT (Special Weapons Attack 
Team) training last week. With 
SWAT teams on the Montevallo 
force and in the sheriff’s depart- 
ment, Shelby County now has 
three such tactically trained out- 
fits. 

. Like the other teams, the six 
officers on Pelham’s SWAT 
squad are volunteers. 

In preparation for SWAT 
rigors, they began a physical 
training program last summer on 
their own time. To stay on the 
team, they’re required to spend at 
least two hours a week training 
on their personal time. 

**I’ve had the team in the plan- 
ning stage for two years,’’ Wat- 
son told the Reporter ‘‘Finally we 
got enough money to get it off 
the ground.”’ 

Watson said $3,000 has been 
budgeted for SWAT training and 
equipment this year. 

A major facet of SWAT train- 
ing deals with ‘team concept.’ 
Each person is trained to a par- 
ticular job, such as negotiating, 
shotgun, and sniper work. Train- 
ing also entails rappelling, ex- 
plosives work, use of automatic 
weapons, knives, camouflage and 
stalking techniques. 

SWAT training culminates 


with a realistically staged, sur- 
prise ‘‘problem”’ h the team 
is required to defuse. Such pro- 
blems usually involve recovering 
a “‘hostage’’ and dealing with 
‘*robbers’’ armed with blanks. 

Although SWAT. stresses 
weapons, Watson pointed out 
that ‘‘the bottom line in the train- 
ing is the negotiations. The idea is 
to have a negotiating team rather 
than just a shooting team.” 

‘But if they do have to go in 
and get a guy, there'll bea lot less 
chance of the: men, and the 
suspect, getting hurt. They’re 
trained not to just go in there 
shooting wide open.”’ 

“This is all preventive-type 
training,’’ Watson continued. ‘I 
don’t think we'll have the PLO in 
Pelham. But you ‘can say 
something’s not going to happen, 
and it’ll happen tomarrow.”’ . 

The week-long training session 
was taught by regional SWAT in- 
structor Sgt. Bobby Hayes, a Bir- 
mingham policeman who lives in 
Pelham. Assisting him was 
SWAT instructor Mike Morton.

New use and rental fees for the 
state parks for 1983 were an- 
nounced this. week by State Parks 
Assistant Director Jerry Fuller of 
the Department of Conservation 
and Natural Resources.

In 1943, Stevens and his wife, 
Alys, saw the void in the market 
place they were secking, and 
organized EBSCO with $5,000. 
That first business -- which is still 
profitable for its parent company 
today -- was ncomeng Service, 
Inc. 

The idea was to provide recrea- 
tion equipment for officers’ clubs 


as 60 worldwide profit centers. 


which are presently generating 
more than $200 million in annual 
sales. 

And, founder Stevens heavily 
emphasizes, the story is as real as 
the 1,700 employees around the 
world that make EBSCO go. . 

“‘We found a void in the 
market,” Stevens, now chairman 
of the board, said in a recent in- 
terview with the Reporter. ‘‘I was 
just trying to make a living. I 
think we’ve done fair... 

The story goes back to a boy 
from Clio, a small town in Bar- 
bour County. During six sum- 
mers while Stevens attended Bir- 
mingham Southern and later the 
University of Alabama Law 
School, he’ sold magazine 
subscriptions door-to-door. The 
$500 he was able to.save over ex- 
penses, was quite a sum in the 
early 1930’s. 

“In 1936 I could have made 
$75 a month practicing law,”’ 
Stevens said, almost grinning. 
“*Or I could make enough to save 
$100 a month selling magazines.”’

Spin- 
offs were quick to follow and 
EBSCO found itself handling 
carpets, drapes and furnishings, 
including magazine racks. 
. The racks, of course, needed 


magazines, ‘and EBSCO 
Subscriptions Service got its 
start. Vulcan Industries was 
organized to make the racks, and 
while it was at it, the company 


branched into bias it aha 
merchandise display racks, 

The snowball gained speed. 
‘ Military stationery eventually led 
to EBSCO Media, printer of 70 
publications, Recreational equip- 
ment led to the purchase of Na- 
tional Billiard,’ the oldest pool 
table company in the USA. 

“I’ve had as many failures as 
successes,’’ Stevens noted. ‘‘But 
if you stop trying because of your, 
failures, you’ll never succeed at 
anything.”’ 

Another EBSCO success is 
Vulcan Binder & Cover, which 
was started in Birmingham. 
Later, ‘‘We began scouring the 
surrounding ,communities for a 
place to move it, and we found 
what we wanted in Vincent.”’ 

EBSCO bought 180 acres, set 
up the Vincent Industrial Park, 
and moved the bindery there in 
1967. Under the supervision of 
vice president Denson Parker the 
bindery today handles more than 
one million catalog sales per year 
through its direct mail service. 

The Vincent plant employs 
about 160 people. Even during 
this time of recession, 20,000 
square feet are being added to the 
80,000 square foot facility. 

“In traveling to Vincent, we’d 
pass this location (the U.S. 280 
overlook on Double Oak Moun- 
tain) and we’d see the beautiful 
view,’’ he recalled. ‘“‘A friend 
said we ought to build an office 
here. For eight or ten years we’ve 
been looking at this site.”’

Infant deaths rise 


Alabama’s infant death rate is 
increasing at “‘an alarming rate,’’ 
two UAB faculty members say. 

Dr. Robert Goldenberg, M.D., 
of the Department of Obstetrics 
and Gynecology, and Christine 
Hale, Ph.D., of the School of 
Public Health, have been analyz- 
ing the state’s birth and death 
Statistics under contract to the 
State Health Department. 

They say that 800 infants died 
in 1981, Their analysis of 1982 
birth and death certificates is 
complete only through October 
**but shows a worse figure for in- 
fant mortality each succeeding 
month,”” according to Dr. Hale. 
She believes the trend will con- 
tinue, and ‘predicts the year’s 
total will be at least 900 babies 
and possibly as many as 1,000. 

She adds that, for every such 
death, there are two to three 
babies who develop with several 
physical or mental handicaps. ~ 

‘We are talking about preven- 
table deaths and preventable 
physical and mental handicaps,’’ 
she says. “‘If a relatively small 
amount of money were made 
available to improve the health of 
pregnant women and of infants, 
much, much greater amounts of 
money would be saved down the 
road. We could avoid the ex- 
tremely high cost of medical care 
for handicapped children and 
avoid the cost of institutionaliz- 
ing many of these children and 
supporting them for the rest of 
their lives.”’ 

Dr. Goldenberg blames the na- 
tion’s economy for much of the 
problem. ‘‘Unemployment leads 
to poorer eating habits and a 

higher level of stress--both of 
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which contribute to smaller 
babies and premature babies. 
These are the babies that die,”’ he 
said. 

He also said that unemploy- 
ment leads to the loss of health 
benefits in many families. He 
claimed that married pregnant 
women frequently are ending up 
with no medical care bacause of a 
loss of these benefits. Single preg- 
nant women are eligible for 
public medical assistance, but 
because of the state. Medicaid 
law, married women generally 
cannot qualify. 

Both Goldenberg and Hale say 
they believe Alabama Medicaid 


policies may be forcing husbands 


to desert their homes so that their 
families might become eligible 
for health care. 

Goldenberg says pregnant 
women and their babies are 
especially vulnerable to the 
whims of state assistance. ‘“‘For 
example,’’ he says, ‘‘while state 
Medicaid dollars have increased 
for every other group for the past 
few years, the Medicaid ap- 
propriation for children from 
birth to age four has actually 
been cut by 55%,’’ 


They added that discrimination 
against children in the Medicaid 
system probably accounts for at 
least part of the rise in infant 
mortality. They both believe the 
Alabama -Legislature should 


make changes in Medicaid policy. - 


“‘Non-support of the married 
poor is a nonsensical and tragic 


-policy that drives husbands from 


their families to enable mothers 
and babies to receive a minimal 
level of health care,’’ Hale says.

Board member Bill Fancher, 
who is dean of the education 
department at the Unversity of 
Montevallo, explained what had 
happened there. 

**We were told students didn’t 
have to take the exam,”’ he said, 
‘and then wé were called and in- 
formed they did.’’ 

Fancher said UM tracked 
down the students and told them 
about the change. 

William L. Bryant, a lawyer 
who spoke in Kirkpatrick’s 
behalf, pointed out that her con- 
tract only called for a valid 
teacher’s certificate» and said 
nothing about rank. oe

The population of Shelby 
County increased from 38,037 
residents to 68,660 residents from 
1970 to 1980. This represents a 
net population gain of 82.9%. 
This growth brought with it a 
striking increase in private 
employment. 

In 1970, private employers pro- 
vided 5,357 jobs. By the decade’s 
end in 1980, some 11,659 such 
jobs existed in the county. This 
represents an increase of 117.6% 
in private employment over the 
ten year period. The rate of 
employment increase in Alabama 
was 36.2% from 1970 to 1980 
while the national rate of increase 
was 30.7%. 

Manufacturing was a major 
source of private employment in 
Shelby County in both 1970 and 
1980. In 1970, there were 1,043 
manufacturing jobs in the county 
accounting for 19.5% of all 
private employment. By 1980, the 
number of manufacturing jobs in 
Shelby County had more than

“Bus business ‘definitely up’ 


Traditional transporters of 


goods and materials are riding 


bumpy roads through the economy. But the bus segment of the 
transportation industry is enjoying a smoother ride. 

“The bus business in 1982 was definitely up,” says 
Greyhound agent Clifton Myers in Pelham. ‘‘I’d estimate we 


had a 25% increase last year.”’ 


Money for travel is one key factor. Myers explains that bus 
lines dropped their maximum fare ticket prices last year when 


the industry was deregulated. 


Most passenger trips average 200 miles, he says, and there’s a 
lot of local travel between Birmingham and Montgomery. Ticket 
sales are generally slow from New Year’s to AEA, but Meyers 
expects the increase to continue this spring. 

Bussing’s biggest boom, however, has been through its diver- 


sification into freight shipments.

Both indicated that things are 
not going well right now. 

Bill Strickland of Columbiana 
owns Strickland Chevrolet which 
moved from Columbiana last 
March. He has been a Chevy 
dealer since May of 1974. 

He said openly that his 
business is not up to full capacity 
at this time.

Zeigler says that he sells

Another relatively new 
business that has come to Pelham 
is Tropical Pets, owned by 
Carolyn Duren.

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Lime industry sits in sinkhole; 


waits with cautious optimism

With the nation in the grip of 
an economic recession, the health 
of the lime industry in Shelby 
County is in question. 

Two of three lime plants in this 
county are already operating 
below capacity and the third is 
only cautiously optimistic about 
the future. . 

It has been the general consen- 
sus of lime plant officials that the 
only key to a bright future lies in 
the recovery of other industries 
on which they depend for sup- 
port. 

Those, which are the largest 
customers of Shelby County 
lime, produce steel, pulp and 
paper and chemicals. 

Allied Products Company is a 
locally owned corporation which 
operates lime plants in Alabaster 
and Montevallo. 

According to company presi- 
dent J. D. Brown, Jr., ‘Our 


citizens.

Alabaster plant has been tem- 
porarily shut down and remains 
on a stand-by basis. This cut- 
back, of course, has necessitated 
a reduction in personnel.’’ 
Brown commented, ‘‘The lime 
industry is greatly affected by- the 
domestic steel industry, which 
has not only been hurt by our 
country’s prolonged recession 
but has been tremendously af- 
fected by the increased imports of 
foreign steel and steel products.”’ 
He said, ‘Therefore, the 
outlook for returning to full 


capacity depends on a healthy 


local economy as well as our 
government’s protection of our 
domestic industries.’’ 

Allied Products Company ser- 
vices the chemical and 
metallurgical lime business 
throughout the Southeast. 

Bob Carr, vice president of the 
lime and cement division of Mar- 
tin Marietta, stated that his com- 


pany is operating, ‘somewhat 
below capacity...” 

However, he could not say how 
much the company, which has a 
plant located between Calera and 
Montevallo has cut back. 


Martin Marietta’s Shelby — 


County operation is a division of 
Martin Marietta Corporation 
based in Bethesda, MD. 

It sells very little of its product 
in Shelby County but all of it is 
shipped from here.. Its market 
area is the entire Southeast. 

Carr emphasized, however, 
that a lime plant cannot just shut 
its operation down when things 
are slow. 

He said that it is a 24 hour, 
seven day per week setup. 

Ed Kerr of S. I. Lime painted a 
brighter picture of his company’s 
situation, 

He said S, I. Lime is at full 
capacity and the only equipment 
not. in use is down only for repair.

his clothing. business. 

Strickland is an independent 
businessman who operates stores 
in both Columbiana and Pelham. 

Strickland has not laid off 
employees or hired extra person- 
nel during the recession. 

He explained that he believes 
one should always operate at 100% 
efficiency, no matter what the 
economic conditions are. 

But Strickland said that 1982 
was not as bad as people have 
been led to believe. He added, ‘‘I 
am more optimistic about 1983 at 
this point than I was about 
1982.”’ 

Strickland’s has operated in 
Columbiana for 15 years and in 
Pelham for five years. 

The stores sell medium to up- 
per medium priced clothing and 
shoes for men and women as well 
as name brands. 

Looking ahead, Strickland 

says, ‘‘In 1983 I think we will see 
a tight economy for the first six 
months and by summer’s end, 
things should be much looser. 
' He commented that the future 
should be good with all of the 
essentials in the right place for an 
economic recovery. He pointed 
out, ‘‘I believe we’ve seen the 
bottom.”’ 

But with a bit of conservatism, 
the store owner said, ‘‘The 
recovery, if it happens in 1983 


-will not be a burning one such as. 


that seen in 1979 and 1980, but it 
will be a calmer pace. 
In’ Montevallo, Elizabeth 


Myers is not quite so optimistic. 

Her store, ‘‘The Elizabeth 
Shop”’ has been in business for 20 
years selling medium priced 
women’s clothing. 


- -When asked if her business was 


up to full capacity, she said, ‘‘I 
don’t think anyone is. We have 
fallen off each year for the last 
three years.’’ 

She commented that she has 
cut back in buying and in person- 
nel. 

Myers currently has four 
employees but by the end of this 
month she will only have three. 

About the future, the store 
owner said, ‘‘That is a dream. I 


follow the national news and. 


market. We looked forward to 
this past spring and nothing hap- 
ed 


“They now say to look for- 
ward to fall. I really don’t know 
what to buy or how much.”’ 

But with determination, Myers 
says she continues to look ahead. 

She pointed out , that 
Montevallo has not been hit as 
hard as larger towns which depnd 
upon one industry. But she said 
that women whose husbands 
have been laid off are buying less, 
and the college crowd is buying 
less. 

She stated, ‘‘I think we are real 
lucky to do what business we do. 
We have never considered closing 
up.”

the school system, the seven mills 
at issue Tuesday are budgeted to 
bring in $1,774,598 this year. For 
the year ending September 30, 
1982, they raised $1,400,750. 

The effect on individual pro- 
perty owners has ‘been described 
as negligible by some, but the 
threat of a similar tax has 
frustrated several municipal an- 
nexation attempts in the past cou- 
ple of years.

Qualified job seekers surviving ‘evolution’

A tight economy makes it 
tough to find a job. The 4,680 
residents of Shelby County who 
afe unemployed will attest to that 
fact. (This figure comes from the 
state’s December figures and is 
15.3 percent of the population.) 

Their task is made even 
tougher by the ongoing economic 
evolution.

““We know the economy’s bad, 
but we're placing people -in 
jobs,’’ said Paul Porter, 
Alabaster office manager for the 
Alabama State Employment Ser- 
vice. ‘*We go by queniicatops 
first.”’ 

On that basis, the five inter- 
viewers in the Alabaster office 
placed 1,500 people in jobs dur- 
ing the last fiscal year -- one of 
the highest placement rates in the 
state,..From October, 1982, 


. 
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pany with a job opening,” Porter 
explained. ‘‘The job service 
receives requirement orders from 
companies, and we screen the 
people who walk through our 
doors for them.”’ 

**We don’t find a company for 
the applicant, even though the 
end result -- putting people to 
work -- is the same,”’ he said. 

**The complexion of the job 
market has changed,’’ Porter 
continued. ‘“There are no open- 
ings for ditch diggers, and there 
are very few job orders for 
trainees.”’ 

What companies want, Porter 
said, are applicants with both ex- 
perience . and. education, They 
want people with skills in data 


processing, 
legal secretarial abilities. 
“*Those with the least amount 


~ of training and education are the 


most in need of help, and the 
ones most hurt,’’ Porter said. 
‘‘but unfortunately, those are the 
people who will probably be the 
longest getting back into a job.” 

But even; education and ex- 
perience bring no guarantee of 
landing a job. Nor keeping one. 
Job seekers sometimes - find 
themselves -over-qualified for 
positions. 

Porter gives the example of a 
$50,000/year vice president who 
is laid off from a major engineer- 
ing firm, and can’t find a job. 
Contrary to popular belief, his 
office sees many more laid-off 
mid-management people, ac- 
countants, electricians, sales 
managers and engineers, than, 
say, steel workers. 

Furthermore, Porter says. it’s 
true that some hiring companies 
specify age limits for applicants -- 
limits well under retirement age. 


But if you have what com- 
panies want, Porter emphasizes 
that there are jobs to be had. In 
fact, state employment service of- 
fices have self-service viewing 
screens with daily microfilm 
listing of hundreds of job open- 


The metropolitan area film 
contains 120-150 openings and is 
updated daily, as is the statewide 
film with 500-600 listings. A na- 
tionwide, bi-weekly film from 
New York contains 700 job open- 
ings. 

Porter gives the following sug- 
gestions for job seekers: 

elf you have a job, keep it. 
Any job pays better than no job, 
and current employment im- 
proves your chances of getting 

*Register with job service and 
as many job agencies as you can. 

*Read all the want ads you

It’s a fact of life. 
Carbon monoxide kills. 
Odorless, colorless and 
tasteless, carbon monoxide -- CO 
poisoning -- has been responsible 


for at least four deaths in Shelby 
and Jefferson Counties so far this 
year. , 

Furthermore, according . to 

County Coroner Billy Thomp- 
son, the silent killer has, in the 
past, chalkéd up numerous other 
deaths in the area. He mentioned 
a few: 
. *A couple went parking one 
winter in Helena and unknowing- 
ly backed the car’s tailpipe into a 
puddle of water, The engine was 
going, CO was forced into the 
car, they fell asleep and died. 

*A couple pulled off highway 
25 between Calera and 
Montevallo one night to eat 
cheeseburgers and drink a few 
beers. CO leaked through a 
rusted-out hole in the trunk and 
filled the car. The cheeseburgers 
and beer were never finished. 

*A man driving a Corvette on 
Highway 145 hit a bump and 
knocked the exhaust pipe loose 
from the manifold, The car filled 
with CO, he got sleepy, and pull- 
ed off the road for a nap. He 
never awoke. 

According to Shelby Medical 
Center emergency room Dr. 
Richard Holmes, carbon monox- 
ide deaths are caused by tissue 
hypoxia -- in other words it 
displaces oxygen in your blood. 
This in turn lowers the level of 
oxygen reaching the tissue and 
organs of your body. 


Some of the symptons of car- 
bon monoxide poisoning include 
headaches, vision problems, : ir- 
ritability and drowsiness, Holmes 
said. As oxygen is cut off to the 
brain, the victim’s ability to think 
clearly becomes increasingly im- 
paired. ; 

**A person exposed to carbon 
monexide would probably not 
recognize these things, unless 
they were made aware of them,”’ 
Holmes told the Reporter. ‘‘And 
there’s no forewarning, because 
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Holmes said. Just. how long, 
though, depends on too many 
variables to pin down.

came to a Saturday. 
Kenneth Mullins ended 
his family’s tie to the 
grocery business when he and his 
partner O.K. Campbell sold their 
interest to Elliott E. Ward of 
Alabaster. 


Not only does the move take 
‘the Mullins family out of the 


Ward, who owned and 
operated Southeastern Butcher 
Supply in the basement of 
Mullins Grocery for the past ten 
years, moved his business 
upstairs Monday. 

Plans call for half of the 
grocery store to be used as an of- 
fice and ‘show room for Ward’s 
business which sells meat process- 
ing equipment. The other half of 
the store will be used as a conve- 
nience store. 

Luther C. Mullins, who died 
in .1933, went into business 
in Helena in 1917. The business 
operated under the name of 
Mullins General Merchandise. 
Goods for sale in the early days 
included groceries, _hardwary, 
clothing, shoes, feed and seed. 


The old store, which occupied 
the three buildings at the end of 
Main Street closest to the railroad 
tracks, operated in the same loca- 
tion from 1917 until 1957. 

Upon the death of Luther C. 
Mullins in 1953 Kenneth Mullins 
took over his father’s operation. 

He later moved the store to the 
present location, about a block 
further away from the railroad 
tracks, in 1957. 

Kenneth Mullins operated the 
business alone until 1964 when he 

sold half of his interest to O.K. 
Campbell. Campbell and. Mullins 
maintained their partnership un- 
til Saturday. 

Reaching back across. the 


years... Kenneth Mullins 
remembers his father’s early 
days. 

**My father started in the credit 
business and delivered groceries 
with a mule. Later he got a Model 

a Model B 


‘Probably the main thing I 
remember is that we had a. 
counter to put groceries on and 
then we gave the customer an 
itemized bill.’’ 

Mullins explained that in the 
early days, groceries were kept on 
wall shelves and the center of the 
store was empty except for an old 
pot bellied stove. He said that the 
customer would just state what 
he wanted, then he or his father 
would get the items for them. 

He said, ‘‘We had to pull 
everything off the wall. People 
sat on nail kegs. One of the 
greatest things happened about 
1949. That was when we went to 
self service’’(letting the 
customers pick up their own 
goods). 

Kenneth Mullins told the 
Reporter that he has mixed emo-

nahn fond memories but one of the, 

main things is that I want to. 
thank the people we’ve done 
business with for their patronage 
. and tell them how much we love 
them.” 

‘They are the ones who made 
us stay here this long.” 

An interesting fact is that 
Mullins General Merchandise. 
was never robbed in 66 ie 

After being pressed for 
memories of his father’s early 
days, Mullins face turned 
somber. He said, ‘‘There were 
hard times when my father was in 
business and he fed a lot of peo- 
- ple who were out of work. He’d 
charge them for their goods but 
many of those debts were never 
paid. ” 

But Mullins said his father 


never minded the outstanding 


debts. ‘‘He lost a lot of money 
but his idea was whether or not 
he lost money, the Lord blessed 
him and he was able to raise his 
own family and help other peo- 
ple.”’ 

“He cherished the town and 
the people.” 

Love for the people of Helena 
was not a one sided thing for the 


would not allow their names to be 
included in this article but they 
were very outspoken in their opi- 
nions of the Mullins family. 

One stated, ‘‘All my memories 
have been good. I came to Helena 
in 1925 when the present Mr. 
Mullins’ father had the business. 
They were honest, compas- 
sionate, friendly... helpful to 
people who needed it... always 
anxious to please.”’ 

She remembered that the 
Mullinses were so well thought 
of, people thought they could do 
anything, ‘‘There was an old 
woman we call called Aunt 
Laura Martin who was going on a 
trip to New York. We asked her 
what she would do if she got lost 
up there, She said, “‘1’ll call Mr. 
Luther. He’ll come and get.me.”’ 

Another stated, ‘‘The people 
of this town, have all been close 
knit until it filled up with peo- 
ple we didn’t know. Everybody 
helped everybody. 

‘*’ve run an account with the 
Mullinses since I’ve been here. I 
sure hate to see them go out of 
business. They. got my mail and 
delivered my groceries.”” \

Stark also reached back into 
his mind to remember a story 
about the senior Mullins. 

“Brother Kirk S. Lucas was 
pastor of the Baptist Church and 
Mr. Mullins was a devoted Bap- 
tist. ” 

“Back then they had eggs in a 
pasteboard box and you just 
picked them up and put them in a 
basket. Brother Lucas had a gab 
about him and he would always 
tell Luther Mullins that he had 
better check the eggs he got, he 
(Brother Lucas) might have got- 
ten 13 instead of 12. 

“One day someone slipped an 
extra egg in Brother Lucas’ 
basket and told Mr. Mullins. Mr. 
Mullins waited for Brother 
Lucas’ comment about checking 
for the extra egg and said, ‘‘This 
time I believe I-will.”’ 

“There were 13 eggs’ and 
Brother Lucas was dumbfound- 
ed.”’ 

Kenneth Mullins commented 
that he and O.K. Campbell decid- 
ed to bring the business to an end 
while they could still go hunting 
and fishing or traveling.

An article appeared concerning 
the discovery of a skinned poodle 
which later proved to be a beaver 
and the alleged skinned carcass of 
a dog named Crisco, that return- 
ed home in good condition after 
being missed for several days. - 

Trappers, hunters and gun 
owners have been under fire for 
years by various so call animal 
protection groups. Trappers have 
been their favorite target for 
years as we are few in numbers. 

However, it is the tax levied by 
and paid by trappers, hunters, 
and gun owners that builds the 
abundant game populations, not 
money from the general tax- 
payer.

What do an associate pastor of 
a Baptist church and an insurance 
salesman have in common? 

If you happen to be talking 
about Ed Snow and Spruce A. 
McRee of Pelham, that common 
bond is a love for woodworking. 

The two men are co-founders 
of the Alabama Woodworkers 
Guild which held its first meeting 
on February 3 at Crosscreek Bap- 
tist Church. 

Snow and McRee, whose in- 
terests in woodworking vary 
greatly, are not intent on becom- 
ing professionals. 

They also do not intend to 
compete with people who make 
their living in the woodworking 
field. 

Instead, their non profit 
organization’s simple purpose is 
to give hobbyists a chance to get 
together to share ideas and plans 
and to teach each other new and 
better techniques. 

. Twenty-eight people showed 
up for the first meeting of the 
group and another 20 have pledg- 
ed to become members. 

According to Snow, who serves 
Crosscreek Baptist Church and 
McRee, who sells life insurance, 
“‘We know there are a lot more 
interested people in this county.”’ 

They hope that each month in- 
dividual members with different 
talents and skills with 
demonstrate their techniques to 
others in the group. 

McRee has a lathe but says he 
doesn’t know how to use it. Snow 
on the other hand is very good 
with a lathe. In this instance, 
Snow will help McRee learn how 
to use his equipment. 


Snow likes wood carving and 
sculpting. One of his most prized 
possessions is a relief of a 
Western town he carved from a 
single piece of cherry wood. 

He has also made coffee tables, 
library tables and he built the 
pulpit used in his church. 

McRee likes to build clocks of 
his own design. In addition, he 
likes to make curios, china 
cabinets, tables and chairs. 

Neither of the men sells any of 
his work.They either give it away 


to friends or do it forthe cost of ., 
materials. © 


Both men say that there should 
be no problem with professinal 
woodworkers and they report 
that some professionals have 
already expressed interest in help- 
ing the group. 

The men hope that once the 
group is established, a crafts fair 
might be arranged so that they 
can show off their work. 

Why is such an association 
necessary? 

According to McRee, ‘‘The 
Birmingham area has no place 
for people to go to take wood- 
working unless it is a high school, 
and all that is taught there is basic 
cabinet making.”’

Wilsonville research may 
slice synthetic fuel costs 


A new major technological ad- 
vance was announced by the 
Southern Company this week. 

The compnay says that the coal 
research center near Wilsonville 
has managed to significantly 

‘reduce the amount of hydrogen 
consumed in producing synthetic 
fuels. 

Research began at the Wilson- 
ville location in the early 1970s to 
study ways of making coal more 
efficient and less polluting as a 
fuel. Less than two years ago the 
company announced a major 
breakthrough in producing a syn- 
thetic crude oil from raw coal. 

In announcing the most recent 
development, Dr. William B. 


Harrison -- senior vice president ° 


of The: Southern ‘Company’s 
engineering and special services 
arm -- said, ‘‘Before this experi- 
ment, it was thought that high 
levels of hydrogen consumption 
were impossible to avoid in 
manufacturing synthetic fuels. -- 
adding significantly to the cost of 
these energy sources. 

‘*But preliminary research over 
the past two months indicated 
that from 25 to 40 percent less 
hydrogen may be needed to turn 
raw coal into a clean-burning li-

burned in power plants or refined 
into gasoline and home heating 
oil.’’ 

If sustained in testing, this 
achievement could make the cost 
of producing synthetic fuels far 
more competitive with other 
energy sources, 

Dr. Harrison also noted that 
the progress recorded at the 
Wilsonville facility could open 
the. door for America to make 
full use of the high-sulfur coal 
which is so abundant in the 
eastern United States. 

In the synthetic fuel process be- 
ing studied’ by The Southern 
Company, pollutants such as 
sulfur and ash are removed from 
.coal before it is burned. Raw coal 
is mixed with a small amount of 
hydrogen gas and a solvent deriv- 
ed from coal. This mixture is then 
heated to approximately 825 
degrees Fahrenheit. Sulfur is 
removed in the form of a gas, and 
solid mineral residues -- which 
normally, collect as ash -- are 
separated. 

The product which results is 
then fed into equipment known 
as a hydrotreater, 

The most recent advance links 


the two stages of the refinery. Li- 
quids from the hydrotreater -- are 
recycled to the first state and used 
as a solvent for the coal. By 
carefully choosing reaction con- 
ditions and recycling rates, it is 
possible to produce more fuel of 


higher quality. 

The Southern Company’s ex- 
pe-imental coal research center is 
managed by the company’s 
engineering arm -- Southern 


Company Services, Inc. -- and 
operated by Catalytic, Inc.

Robbery arrest made 
in North Shelby case

In the early morning hours of 
December 18, 1982, someone 
robbed a North Shelby conve- 
nience store and sexually’ 
assaulted the clerk. Details were 
sketchy, some people even 
doubted the clerk’s story, and 
chances for an arrest looked slim. 

But last Friday, while the same 
clerk was working a late shift at 
the U-Tote-M on Acton Hill in 
Pelham, the man she says 
assaulted her walked inside the 
store. 

The clerk, whose name was not 
disclosed, called Pelham police. 

Randy Snow, 31, of Cahaba 
Valley Trace in North Shelby, has 
been charged with sexual assault 
and robbery, and remains in the 
county jail in lieu of $100,000 
bond. 

According to sheriff’s reports, 
the case unraveled this way: 

About 1:30 a.m., December 
18, a heavy-set man entered the 
U-Tote-M at the intersection of 
Valleydale and Caldwell Mill 
Roads, walked around the 
counter and grabbed the clerk. 
He had her lock the store door, 
dragged her into the beer cooler 
and forced her to commit sexual 
acts with him. 

In the 20 minutes he was at the 
store, the man also took about 
$70 in cash, some Marlboro 
cigarettes, and filled the gas tank 
on his Chevrolet pickup. 
After that, he disappeared. 


ay 
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deputies and Pelham investigator 
Donnie Guyer constructed a com- 
posite drawing of the suspect. 
The suspect’s description and 
that of his truck matched descrip- 
tions of a “‘problem cistomer’’ 
other store clerks gave. 


‘*Because he’d been in the store 
so much, we figured he must be 
from around the area,’’ said 
sheriff’s investigator" John Pratt. 


**We searched all over the north . 


end (of the county) and showed 
Guyer’s drawing, but didn’t 
come up with anything.’’ 

Pratt called Guyer’s composite 
‘ta dead ringer’’ for Snow, but as 
it turned out, the suspect had, for 
a time, gone to Nashville. 

However, the morning of 
Feburary 11, the previously vic- 
timized clerk didn’t need a com- 
posite drawing as she worked a 
substitute shift at the U-Tote-M 
on U.S. 31. When she saw the 
man approaching at 3:30 a.m., 
she immediately phoned the 
police. 

The man came ahead, entered 
the store, and bought a pack of 
Marlboros. When he walked out 
to pump some gas, she locked the 
door behind him. 

Patrolman Bobby Sasser pull- 
ed up, apprehended Snow and 
held him for Pratt. 

Later Friday, the clerk picked 
Snow out of a six man lineup at

Woman accosted with knife, raped i Aldrich

It started with a niece running 


-@ Simpile-errand for her aunt. "| 


It ended an hour and a half 


later, after the niece had been ac- © 


costed in a Birmingham parking 
lot, driven at knife-point on a 
tour of Shelby County and the 
University of Montevallo, and 
raped in an Aldrich churchyard. 


Authorities are still searching 
for a bearded black man who 
forced his way into the 25-year 
old woman’s car Friday after- 
noon in Birmingham, and turned 
her loose that evening in Aldrich. 
The man made off with $40 cash 
and the woman’s 1981 maroon 
over silver Monte Carlo. 

‘*He’s had some connection 
with the Montevallo area,’’ sug- 
gested Shelby County sheriff’s in- 
vestigator Reed Smith. ‘But 
after searching Montevallo, 
Wilton, Brierfield and the rest of 
the area, we think he probably 
took the car back to Jefferson 
County.”’ 

Reed reconstructed the inci- 
dent this way: 

The Birmingham woman, 
whose name was not disclosed, 


was getting out of her car about - 


3:30 p.m. when she saw a black 
man running at her with a knife. 
She tried to lock her door, but he 
forced his way inside, put the 
knife to her throat, and drove 
toward the freeway. 

After exiting I-65 at River- 
chase, the man continued south 


on highway 31 and later 119. At. 


Moore’s Cross Roads, he turned 


west, then took back roads into 
Montevallo, The knife-point tour 
included a drive through the UM 
campus. hls aa w L 

In the New-Camp community 
near Aldrich he drove up a dirt 
road to Green’s Chapel, He park- 
ed on the grounds, raped the 
woman, then let her off in 
Aldrich near an intersection with 
highway 10. 

She was taken to Shelby 
Medical Center, treated and 


released. 
Reed described the 28-32 year 
old assailant as having a short, 


fuzzy, full beard, dark brown — 


complexion, weighing about 180 
pounds, and standing about 
5°8”,

Residents of the North Shelby 
County Fire District should come 
out winners in the financial ups 
and downs anticipated there this 
year. 

Within the next three months, 
the Insurance Service Offices of 
Alabama will conduct a survey of 
the district to see if it qualifies for 
a lower fire insurance classifica- 
tion. 

If a new rate is granted -- as 
NSCFD officials anticipate -- it 
will mean a saving on fire in- 
surance, but an increase in fire 
rates, 


“‘We will have a survey by the 
ISO in the next 90 days,”’ fire 
district board chairman Larry 
Dillard told the Reporter. 

“They’ll go back and do a little 
analyzing and by May or June, 
we may have a new rating that’ll 
enable everyone to call their in- 
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Anticipated ISO fire rate 


surance company and get a re- 
fund, or whatever.’’ 

That ‘‘whatever’’ will likely 
come in the form of reduced fire 
insurance premiums. 

Individuals’ savings will de- 
pend on how much the ISO drops 
the present ‘‘class 7,’”’ and on 
their particular policy and house. 
But one North Shelby agent for a 
large national -insurance com- 
pany, described the savings as 
‘*substantial.”’ 

With a ‘‘class 7’’ rating, the 
base premium on a $76,000 frame 
house from his company would 
be $373 per year. A drop to 
*‘class 6” would save that policy.

**A lot of people simply don’t 
realize that,’’ said NSCFD chief 
Winston Boutwell. ‘‘And 
hopefully we’ll lower the rates 
even more. It’s something we’re 
constantly working on.’’ 

What some North Shelby 
residents also don’t realize, is 
that for every new drop in a 
classification, their fire dues will 
increase $10 per year. That 
measure was included in a 1980 
vote, in which a change was ap- 
proved for some of the wording 
in the fire district laws. 

‘I wasn’t aware of the in- 
crease,’’ said Valleydale resident 
Tom Snyder. ‘‘But shoot, if they 
raise it $10, that’s less than a $1 
per month.”’ 

‘I think we’re getting a real 
bargain for what we pay for the 
fire district,’’ Snyder continued. 
**T’m all for it, but there’ll always 
be some people against it. I think 
they just aren’t aware of the 
benefits of the fire department 
and the emergency medical ser- 
vices.’’ 

Dillard noted that the ISO 
survey is the first one the NSCFD 
has requested since the ‘‘class 7’’ 
was granted after the fire district 
was formed. ‘“We’ve made a lot 
of i improvements since e then,” he 
said, 
Dillard said the ladder truck 
the district will order, and the 
planned second station could fur- 
ther lower insurance rates.

The district employs nine full 
time firefighters -- each of whom

Reapportionment plan 


changes district lines

If the courts accept the 
Alabama legislature’s latest reap- 
portionment plan , Shelby Coun- 
ty will see several changes in its 
district lines. 


In the House of Represen- 
tatives, there will be only two per- 
sons representing the county, in- 
stead of the three we have at pre- 
sent. The new lines were drawn in 
such a way that Representative 
Sonny Moore’s district would ex- 
tend into Beat 12 in the Cahaba 
Valley, and into Pelham, 
Alabaster and Montevallo on the 
south. He would lose the part of 
Leeds in Jefferson County which 
is now in his district. 

The district Don Murphy 


represents would lose Beat 12, 
but would extend into Bibb 
County. " 

The district now represented by 
Curtis Smith (Montevallo and a 
small surrounding area) would be 
divided between the other two 
districts, and Smith’s district 
would be divided betwen Chilton 
and Bibb Counties. 


Don Murphy told the Reporter 
the new dividing lines ‘‘split 
Pelham, Alabaster and 
Montevallo, our three largest 
cities.”” He said he voted against 
it because he wanted to amend it 
to keep Beat 12, but the 
legislators were in a hurry to pass 
the bill.

she said, that efforts to fire her 
were the result of a grievance she 
had filed against the principal last 
year.

In her account of what led up 
to the suspension, the principal 
said Peoples had inaccurately 
figured grades, but refused to 
change them.

Denying that she‘had given an 
exam or telling the principal she 
had, Peoples explained that the 
grade was for points students had 
earned on their IEPs (Individual 
Education Plan). 

The grade was arrived at, she 
added, by also figuring in such 
things as attitude and effort.

Helena police harassment is proving costly and frustrating 


by David F. Moore 
It started on Halloween with a 
few egged patrol cars. At the 
time, Helena police marked the 
incidents off to teenaged pranks. 
Things are more serious now. 
Since October, an expanding 
cycle of harassment of Helena 
police has graduated into life 
threatening phone calls against 
officers and their families, false 
fire and rescue alarms, and un- 
nessary expense to the city. 


Helena investigator Jesse 
Payne told the Reporter that at 
first the calls and pranks occured 
in roughly two week cycles. 
Gradually the cycles shortened to 
once or even twice a week, and 


the ‘‘pranks’’ got more serious. 

Payne estimated damage to 
police equipement at $1,000, in- 
cluding broken car windows, a 
rammed patrol car, vandalism to 
a dispatcher’s car, and a shorted 
out radio. The cost estimation 
does not take into account time 
spent by volunteer firefighters 
who’ve had to extinguish dump- 
ster fires apparently set in con- 
nection with the harassment, nor 
does it include wear and tear on 
the nerves of police officers’ 
families. . 


The harassment is also causing 
police to spend extra hours work- 
ing on the harassment itself, 
Chief Ray Rollan said the district 


attorney’s office, sheriff’s 
department, Alabaster police and 
other agencies are aiding in- 
vestigations of the identity of the 
person or persons behind the 
**pranks.”’ 


Maybe it’s someone who 
doesn’t like police, or maybe it’s 
someone who’s been arrested for 
anything from a traffic violation 
to a felony, Payne said. Rollan 
suggested it could even be s0- 
meone who’s growing addicted to 
pranks. 

**T guess I speak for all us,’’ 
Payne said, ‘“‘but when I get a 
call, 1 wonder if it’s legitimate, or 
is it a prank? Is it a set up? We 
never know..,”’

Then, last Friday, the calls 
started coming to the homes of 
several officers -- and the threats 
got more serious. 

Saturday night, Lt. Alvin Cog- 
gins noticed someone prowling 
around his house just off 
highway 17. He flipped on the 
outside lights and the man ran. 
Notified of the alarm, officers 


from surrounding areas aided in 


a futile search of the neighboring 
woods. 

Shortly afterwards, about 9 
p.m., someone hurled a rock 
from a wooded area near Cog- 
gins’ house, smashing out a win- 
dow on a patrol car driven by 
part time officer Greg Barnett, 

Harassing calls continued Sun- 
day, but Rollan said Monday 
night was quiet. 

**I don’t think it’s over -- yet,” 
Rollan said. ‘“‘They’re probably 
just taking a break.’”’ 

Until it is over, ‘‘we’ll just be 
watching ourselves more than 
normal,’’ Payne said. He added 
that the name of anyone offering 
information in the case would be 
kept in strict confidence.

Alabaster will replace park lights 


Even though money is scarce, 
Alabaster’s council conceded that 
it would be false economy not to 
replace the lighting system at two 
city parks. 

The city is spending between 
$2,000-$3,000 annually on light 
bills, Mayor Doc Rubin reported. 

Comparing the cost of the pre- 
sent lights to the metal haylighis 
he favors, Street Superintendent 
Jack Zuiderhoek said the new 
sytem would cost $7" ‘Téss‘pér hour 
to” ‘operate,’ ‘The ‘cost®per hour 
now is $18. 

Zuiderhoek also pointed out 
that the haylights have a longer 
life, 10,000 hours compared to a 
maximum of 800 hours for the 
present system. 

His estimate that it would 
reduce the present cost by two 
thirds convinced the council to 
seek bids on new lighting. 

The panel also approved the 
construction of restrooms at the 
city park on Simmsville Road. 

It was estimated the cost would 
run around $3,000. 

If the council approves a sug- 
gestion from the library board, 
the budget will be stretched even 
further. 

Councilman Cal McCune 
reported that after the new 
library opens in April, the library 
board would like to see the facili- 
ty open 40 hours a week instead 
of 30. 

However, the cost of the addi- 
tional ten hours per week would 
add up to $2,500 a year, McCune 
pointed out. 

A committee composed of Mc- 
Cune, L.O, Farris and Willie Ar- 
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rington was appointed by the 
Mayor to study the request. 

Although a vote was expected 
on appointments to the industrial 
development board, one name 
too many caused the matter to be 
postponed.

Last Saturday, county 
foresters fought nine fires. Mon- 
day they fought six more, which 
makes life tough on both 
foresters and trees. 

Furthermore, although 73% of 
the county is planted in trees, that 
figure has dropped five percen- 
tage points in the last five years. 

‘Every new tree planted 
helps,’’ Lawson said. ‘‘We’re try- 
ing to encourage the public and 
Officials to do some planting to 
beautify their cities. And we’re 
trying to encourage landowners 
to help increase the ammount of 
forest land in Shelby County.” 

One project that’s helping to 
counter the dwindling amount of 
forests is the free seedling pro- 
gram, sponsored jointly by the 
forestry commission and the 
department’s soil and water con- 
servation department. 

Nine million pine seedlings are 
being offered for planting by the 
state. Lawson said that Shelby 
County is one of the top par- 


Pelham moves ahead on sewer expansion 


Pelham moved ahead Monday 
night on its first sewer expansion 
by awarding a contract to a 
Homewood engineering firm, 

Charles E. Tucker Consulting 
Engineers was the low bidder for 
design of the city’s sewer expan- 
sion into the Keystone area. 
Tucker’s bid amounted to about 
5.5% -- or $13,000 - of the 
$238,000 block grant the city is 
using to fund most of the project. 

‘The project is expected to take 
over a year to complete, Mayor 
Burk Dunaway said. Already the 


city is working on an en- 
vironmental impact study for the 
sewer project. 


A discussion was also held on 
subdivision street lighting, a pro- 
ject that was temporarily waylaid 
by the last strike at.

John Tanner.

700 UM students get financial aid 


As many as 700 students would 
not be at the University of 
Montevallo today without stu- 
dent financial aid. 

That’s a ballpark estimate by 
Linda Knowles, director of finan- 
cial aid. 

, “Thosesare the ones:who can- 
not be in school without some 
kind of major sacrifice: ‘Most of 
them are from families that 
would not have the money to 
send them or have the borrowing 
strength to get loans for college,” 
Ms. Knowles explained. 

While that estimate 
(approximately one-fourth of 
Montevallo’s total enrollment) 
represents those with the most 
critical need for financial aid, it is 

f@ fact that more than half of the 


J student body is receiving some 


kind of assistance. 


**For the 1981-82 school year a ' 
total of 1,585 students received 
some kind of financial aid,’’ she 
said, adding that the total 
number of financial aid awards 
made by UM was 3,185. (Some 
students qualify for more 
one kind of aid.) wi 

Federal aid to students is usual- 
ly in the form of grants.or loans. 

At Montevallo, those federal 

represent more than 
half (55%) of the financial aid 
awards made during the 1981-82 
school year. 

And those are just the major 
federal programs. Still other UM 
students received financial 
assistance through such progrants 
as the GI Bill and veterans grants. 

Kriowles estimated that in 1965 
the total financial aid ad- 
ministered by Montevallo 


amounted to about $75,000. Dur- 
ing the 1981-81 academic year it 
was more that $2.9 million. 

The financial aid provided by 
the University is in two forms -- 
scholarships and jobships. Last 
year those two programs saw 
more than $485,000 dispenséd in 
1,017 student awards. 

Two of the more successful 
new programs are the Valedic- 
torian and Salutatorian Scholar- 
ships and the Leadership Scholar- 
ships. These programs have 
brought many of the state’s top 
high school students to 
Montevallo as freshmen. 

Another successful program is 
the Alumni Scholars program ad- 
ministered by the UM National 
Alumni Association. The 
scholarships are for full tuition 
and fees and are renewable if the 


students maintain a 2.3 grade 
point average, according the 
Alumni Director Jeanetta Keller. 

*‘The scholarships are funded 
entirely by donations from alum- 
ni and friends,”’ Keller said. 

“‘Jobships are similar to the 
federal work-study program ex- 
cept they are financed out of the 
general fund of the University, 
the same as any other salaries,”’ 
Knowles said. 

The jobships, which paid 
$247,863 in wages to students last 


_ year, provide many academic and 


administrative offices with 
clerical and secretarial personnel 
they would not be able to afford 
otherwise. 

She said the university pays 
more student. salaries through 
jobships than the federal govern- 
ment does through work-study.

There are a few rules to arm 
wrestling on a competition table. 

One foot must always touch 
the floor. The arm must stay in 
the middle of the cup (a C shaped 
group of pads in which the elbow 
rests). 

The left hand must always grip 
the peg (a bar at the wrestler’s 
left, near the end of the table). 

Letting go of the peg results in 
disqualification. 

A wrist bent backwards will 
result in a warning and could lead 
to disqualification. It is con- 
sidered a losing position. 

And three false starts result in 
disqualification. 
Porter is waiting....

Alabaster manages to stay out of the red 


Even though they came up 
$23,467.77 short in the 1982 
budget, the city of Alabaster 
managed to keep from going in 
the red through the use of 
revenue sharing funds. 

The audit recently approved by 
the council showed that expen- 
ditures and transfers last year 
amounted to $1,229,115.85. 


By using $40,000 in revenue 
Sharing funds, the city was able 
to make up the deficit in the 
$1,200,653.50 budget. 

Although gross receipts and 
sales taxes are the largest source 
of income for the city, the money 
taken in during 1982 fell short of 
the budgeted figure by 
$96,703.39.

actually brought in $473,296.61. 
Licenses accounted for the se- 
cond highest amount of income 
received, bringing in 
$241,394.68. That was $6,394.68 
more than was budgeted. 

The city collected $147,364.53 
in fines which was a $12,364.53 
increase over what was expected. 
Ad valorem taxes brought 
$109,623.41 into the city coffers - 
a drop of $16,376.59 from the an- 
ticipated revenue. 

Profits from alcoholic 
beverages sold came to 
$42,858.42, $7,858.42 more than 
was expected. But a slow down in 
home construction was reflected 
in a $1,284.20 drop in revenue 
from building permits, which 
brought in $8,715. 

On the debit side, the biggest

outlay of funds was in the police 
department. However, their ex- 
penditure of $411,928.74 was 
$12,700.26 under budget. 

Administrative costs amounted 
to $232,192.80 which went over 
the budgeted figure by 
$36,835.30. The fire department 
spent 188,910.94, $35,956.06 
under their budget. 

With expenditures listed at 
$171,204.07, street and utilities 
was $17,810.93 below budget; 
park and recreation spent 
$17,632.50, $5,152.50 less than 
was expected. 

Sanitation went over the 
$105,000 budget by $5,295.94. 

When the year began, the 
balance in the general fund was 
$149,102.15. At the end of the 12 
month period, it was $95,634.38.
